By repaving East Hunter street, as 
shown above, there will be a good 
driveway from the center of the city 
to Grant park via Hill street or Chero- 
kee avenue. By repaving North and 
South Boulevard there will be a fine 
driveway connecting Grant park and 
Piedmor® park, which will make a 
connection with a fine driveway on 
South Boulevard, which is already well 


paved, to the federal prison, where a 
connection can be made with a good 
driveway on the McDonough road to 
Lakewood avenue, then on Lakewood 
avenue to the Jonesboro road to Fort 
McPherson. From Fort McPherson 
there is a good griveway on Lee street 
to West End. Work is already under 
way to widen Georgia avenue and 
Glenn street so as to make a direct 


driveway from Grant park to West 


End. The diagram shows how by the 
repaving of Hunter, street and the 
Boulevard Grant park will be made 
accessible from every direction and 
driveways will be opened up around 
the entire south side of the city. It ‘'s 
believed that these proposed public 
improvements will be so ob ner ed 
pushed in council that the work will 
be completed before the end of next 
y ear. 


Grant park, Atlanta’s ideal resort on 
the southside, which has long been 
the mecca for all those who wish to 
enjoy themselves on one of the finest 
spots that has been made beautiful 
and attractive by the hand of nature 
and the art of man, will no longer be 
isolated and bottled up because there 
are no decent driveways by which it 
can be reached, if determined council 
members can carry out a scheme by 
which the park can be reached from 
the west, from the north, and from 
the center of the city. 

For several years the people living 
on the south side of the city, backed 
up by their representatives in council, 
have made strenuous efforts to have 
Grant park reached by §well-paved 
streets.

The scheme that 
is now advocated and which members 
of council have pledged themselves to 
carry out contemplates the making of 
a fine driveway from Grant park to 
Piedmont park by repaving the South 
and North Boulevards, which is a 
Straight and wide street across the 
city on the east side. When this is 
done there will be a fine driveway of 
several miles in length from West End 
to Piedmont park via Grant park.

PREPARE FOR WA 


Sa Says Secreary of Wary i 
Annual Report 


The Nations Must «Understand, 
| Says Meyer, That the United 
States, While Favoring Ar- 
bitration, Is Ready to Fight. 
More Warships Needed. 


Washington, December 2,—With a 
plea that there shall be no decrease 
in the effective stren#th of the United 
States navy, George von L. Meyer, 
secretary of the navy, in his annual 
report to congress, declares that, while 
seeking peace and playing a leading 
part in the movement for general arbi- 
tration treaties, the world must un- 
derstand that America “is prepared for 
war.” 

The short life of a warship for first 
or second line of defense—approxi- 
mately twenty years—has caused the 
secretary to ask for more ships this 
year, not to increase the navy, but to 
maintain it at its existing strength. 
This strength, he says, is being dimin- 
ished by the elimination from active 
service of the battleships first con- 
structed for the “new navy.” 

“The recommendation,” he says, 
“for a continuing naval policy which 
will give us the fleet desired is made 
with a due regard for the almost 
world-wide movement for the settle- 
ment of international disputes by arbi- 
tration, in which movement our coun- 
try has taken a foremost part. History 
of all kinds, including the present, 
shows the futility and danger of trust- 
ing to the good will and fair dealing, 
or even to the most solemnly binding 
treaties between nations for the pro- 
tection of a nation’s sovereign rights 
and interests, and, without doubt, the 
time. is remote when a comparatively 
unarmed and helpless nation may be 
reasonably safe from attack by ambi- 
tious, well-armed powers, especially 
in a commercia] age such ag the pres- 
ent. The economical system of a great 
commercial nation is so delicately bal- 
anced that even a threat of war is 
very disturbing and harmful, while a 
war with any other great power would 
cause incalculable damage, and it is 
more necessary now than ever before 
that we should be fully prepared, and 
that every other pewer should under- 
stand that. while seeking peace, we 
are prepared for war.” 

United States Far Behind. 

The United States, Secretary. Meyer 
says, is far in the rear of the leading 
naval powers in projected naval con- 
struction, even on the basis of two new 
battleships a year. 

Mr. Meyer submits estimates for 
two battleships and two colliers only. 
This is in line with the policy of sev- 
eral years’ standing of building two 
battleships a year. In addition to this, 
the secretary indicates that the navy 
would welcome one of the new type of 
battleship cruisers, such as Great 
Britain, Germany and Japan are build- 


is a great deficiency in the number 


of cruisers, scouts, destroyers, sub- 
marines and auxiliaries for the main- 
tenance and protection of the battle 
fleet. 

He suggests that all of these auxil- 
iaries need not be ordered at once, 
but that the appropriation could be 
stretched over a number of years. Dis- 
turbances in Asia and Central America, 
necessitating the protection of inter- 
ests of this country, also have shown 
the need for more light draft gun- 
boats for river use, 

The secretary declares that ships 20 
years old are obsolete and worthless 
even for the second line or reserve. Hig 
list shows the famous old Oregon and 
her sister battleships Indiana and Mas- 
sachusetts as having reached the fatal 
period and should be replaced immedi- 
ately, as well as the Iowa. In fact 
Secretary Meyer names twelve battle- 
ships that can no longer be regarded 
as available for the first line of bat- 
tle and which should be replaced by 
1920. Aside from those already in- 
dicated they are the Kearsarge, Ken- 
tucky, Alabama, [Illinois, Wisconsin, 
Maine, Ohio and Missouri. The young- 
est of these has turned eleven years. 


“A total of forty battleships with a’ 


proportional number of other fighting 
and auxiliary vessels, is the least that 
will place our country on a safe basis 
in relation with other. world powers,’ 
says the Secretary. 

The secretary regards the creation of 
the reserve fleet as a most important 
development of the year since it will 
insure the readiness for war of prac- 
tically every vessel of military value. 

The report touches sparingly on the 
subject of the eight hour law, reciting 
the experience of the department dur- 
ing the past year in placing contracts 
for ships and winding up with the 
statement: “What the effect will be

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the duties of paymaster and while the 
present construction corps made up of 
naval academy graduates may contin- 
us to do special work, the younger of- 
ficers may hereafter perform both line 
and construction duty. 

The abandonment of the turbine en- 
gine in favor of the old reciprocating 
type is declared to have followed an ex- 
haustive comparison of the two kinds 
of machinery. It was found that the 
reciprocating engine is about 380 per 
cent more economical at cruising speeds 
than the turbine and of about the same 
economy at high speeds. As one reé- 
sult of the use of oil burners instead 
6f coal furnaces the new battleships 
Oklahoma and Nevada will each have 
but one smoke pipe, thus clearing the 
upper deck and improving the arc of 
train of the turrets. 

At the close of last year 29 ships, 
from battleships to colliers were tied 
up at navy yards under repair. As a 
result of the new policy, by next March 
every one of them will be ready for 
active service. 

The secretary regards it as a waste 
of money to endeavor to improve old 
ships and bring them up to date and he 
cited a case of the New York, now the 
Saratoga, where 61 per cent of her 
original cost was spent on alteration 
without making the ship equal in value 
to a ern vessel of light type. 

The report dwells at some, length 
upon the successful results attained 
in the experimental work for the de- 
velopment of aviation in the navy and 
especially in the direction of the pro- 
duction of aeroplanes fitted for use 
from shipboard, It is the purpose to 
issue a few of these machines to the 
fleet as soon as they have been suf- 
ficiently developed. 

Dealing with foreign bullding pro- 
grams the report a Ar that England is 
laying down four battleships and one 
armored cruiser, Germany three bat- 
tleships and one armoreg criuser and 
Ja four armored cruisers and one 
battleship. All of the battleships are 
being increased in size and so are the 
cruisers, destroyers and submarines. 
Secretary Meyer proposes a new office 
—the director of navy ards, He 
makes a strong recommendation for 
the creation of the rank of vice ad- 
miral, the graded retirement of en- 
listed men, the increase of the enlisted 
force by 2,000 and the commissioning 
of midshipmen upon their graduation 
from the academy. 

Touching the abolition of navy 
yards, Secretary Meyer promises to 
present the whole matter afresh to 
congress when he receives the report 
of the joint board of the army and 
navy next Saturday. Meanwhile he 
sees no reason to change his views al- 
ready expressed as to the propriety of 
closing a number of yards or chang- 
ing their functions. 

The secretary also directs attention 
to the fact that some provision must 
be made immediately for accumulat- 
ing on the Isthmus of Panama a suf- 
ficient supply of coal to meet the needs 
of the vessels using that waterway.

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| such regulations, it is charged, have 
‘been met with the statement that they 


have not been printed, and a number 


of those who applied several days ago 


and were assured that the rules would 
furnished when pritned, state that 
they have seen nor heard nothing of 
them since that. time. 

Ww. Cc. Wright, chairman of the state 
executive committee, and C. M. Hitch, 
secretary, stated to The Constitutiof 
on Saturday that the necessary bal- 


}lots and tally sheete had already been 


i sent 


out. They admitted, however, 
that they had been directed to the 
eounty ordinmaries rather than to. the 
county chairmen or secretaries of the 
county committees. 

No Preparations Made. 

In many counties, it is charged, the 
county executive committees have 
made absolutely no preparations 
the coming primary. No 
tickets nor election blanks have 
been printed, clerks and elec- 
tion managers have not been selected, 
and, in many instances, it is charged, 
the county executive committees have 
not even held a meeting. This, too, in 
the face of the fact that the elect on 
is now less than five days away. 

“As this condition,’ stated a man 
prominent in the State Saturday, 
“was brought about through the resig- 
nation of Senator Hoke Smith as gov- 
ernor, thus causing a vacancy in the 
governor's chair, necesSitating an ex- 
tra election for the choosing of his 
successor, there is .no question as to 
where the responsibility lies. This has 
become a most serious matter, and is 
heurly growing more grave and even 
dangercus Something must be done, 
and done immediately. 


“Im man yof the counties, tec, the county is.doing nothing 
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county executive committees have, ap- 
parently, followed the lead of the satte 
executive committee, and have done 
absolutely - nothing. Neither blank: 
nor tickets have been printed; man- 
agers and clerks have not been ap- 
pointed, and, in other instances, the 


‘county committees have not even held 


: 
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a meeting. 

“In other counties, the members of 
the county executive committees have 
started to work to raise the money and 
seme of these are still engaged in this 
work. In some of these instances, too, 
the individual members of the county 
ccmmittees have agreed to look after 
the holding of the primary in their mi- 
litia district and secure through per- 
sonal solicitation such help as they 
may require. 

“As the law requires that each voter 
cast his vote only in hig own militia 
district, it will be seen that a tremen- 
dcus amount of work must be done 
before next. Thursday and in many 
counties absolutely nothing is being 
done. Only the agreement on the part 
of the members of the county executive 
cemmittees to get out and personally 
solicit the amount of money and help 
required for properly holding the pri- 
mary has prevented this condition be- 
ing even more general than it is.” 


Ne Blanks—No Tickets. 

Another prominent and interested 
citizen in one ofthe central counties of 
the state writes: \“l have not as yet 
received any blanks and tickets for this 
county for the primary of December 7. 
I was told that these blanks and tickets 
would be sent directly to but they 
have not put in an appearange as yet. 

“The executive commit

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one to do anything towards furnishing 


blanks and tickets. The election man- 
agers and clerks will have to serve 


without pay in holding the primary and 


I fear there will be Beveral precincts in 
the county in which there will be no 
election held at all. Some of us are do- 
ing all in our power to awaken the 
voters to the gravity of the situation 
and make the proper arrangement, but 
some hard work has godt to be done 
in a great many places or this primary 
next Thursday will result in being 
nothing more nor less than a fluke and 
a disgrave to the state of Georgia. 
Perhaps the most unfortunate part of 
the present condition is the fact that it 
is the country precincts that are going 
to suffer most unless something is done 
and done at once.” 

Such is the report received from two 
counties, and they are typical of. exist- 
ing conditions in many counties in dif- 
ferent parts of the state. According 
to every report, goo, there seems to be 
no question but that the cities and 
towns in every county will be taken 
care of, but it is the country precincts 
that are directly affected by the pres- 
ent dangerous condition which, unless 
speedily remedied, will most certainly 
work a great hardship on the farm- 


fers who are among the most vitally 


interested’ in the outcome, and leave 
them without representation. 

When the managers of Goevrnor Jo- 
seph M. Brown were asked regarding 
these reported conditions, they stated 
that they had also leaftned that these 
reports were true and that they were 
doing everything tn their power to cor- 
rect them as rapidly as possible.

Something over a score of years 
ago Caspar Whitney, writing in Harp- 
er’s Weekly, first hit upon the. intel- 
lectually pleasing pastime of picking 
All-American football teams, Walter 
Camp, of Yale, was quick to recognize 
the joys of this new game of solitaire 
and followed suit. The fashion rapidly 
spread unti! now each year we have at 
least five hundred different All-Amer- 
ican teams picked each fall by footbail 
coaches officials, sporting editors and 
fans at large. Some very few, after 
experience, have recognized the hope- 
lessness of it all and given it up. And 
they were wisest, for no writer or 
critic can have seen all the star play- 
ers of the entire country in the course 
of the short season that prevails. 
Many of these’ selectors have re- 
stricted theriselves to selecting teams 
from limited or circumscribed ge0- 
graphical areas from year to year. But 
the selection of even such teams be- 
comes harder and harder as more and 
more good teams and good players de- 
velop and as the game spreads and 
improves in each section. This is il- 
lustrated by what has happened in the 
south, 
Formerly it was perfectly possible 
for one to make a rational selection 
from teams covering all the _ states 
south or the Ohio and even including 
any thai might hail from west of the 
Mississippi, for there were no teams 
over there worth considering. P 
Each year, however, has witnessed a 
cutting off from consideration of 
teams from sections distant from the 
scene of the selector’s experiences and 
observation until now no one writing 
from Alabama, Georgia or Tennessee 
on the theme of an All-Southerh cares 
to take into consideration any teams 
in Virginia, North Carolina, Arkan. 
gas, Texas or Florida. Writers from 
this section now  cheose only from 
teams in the & IL. A. A., and there are 
none such 'n the states abové named. 
A couple of S. I. A, A. teams are to be 
foun& in the state of Kentucky, but 
consideraticn of these is also usually ‘ 
omitted on the ground of general re- > 
moteness, and often enough of general 
mediocrity as well. ‘ 
If I am correct in my recollections, | 
I was the first who undertook the 
naming of an All-Southern footbail 
team,,and this happened some four- 
Notwithstanding such 
can necessarily be only 


based, often enough, on entirely in- 
adequate observation and Knowledge 
of the playing abilities of the various 
Players there has ever since lingered 
a demand on the part of the football 
world for such selections, and this 
demand must be my justification for 
continuing che practice, no matter how 
open to criticism such selections must 
be, 

I was also perhaps the first—some 
seven or elxht years ago—to restrict a 
selection to the teams of the 8. I. A. A. 
But even this task has become increas- 
ingly difficult from year to year, as 
better and better teams developed in 
Louisiana and Mississippi. Who for- 
merly would have given even a pass- 
ing theught to a single pl&yer on 
Tulane, L. S. U., Mississippi A. & 
M. or University of Mississippi? Now- 
adays they are all to be reckoned 
with, and when we undertake to con- 
sider all the players on all other prom. 
inent teams in the S. L A. A. as well 
we can readily understand why there 
should be a wide difference of opin- 
ion as to the merits of some of the 
“selectees,”’ to say the least. 

In my opinion Vnderbilt had a most 
wonderful array of football talent this 
season. There is not a man on the 
team who was not merely a good play- 
er, but an extra good player as well, 
In short, the average playing ability 
of the Commodores was as much supe- 
rior to that of thee other teams o 
the association as their team streng 
—measured by the~outcome of thér

YEAR IN 1907 


By Jamés Dockerall, 

New York, December 2.—(Special.)— 
In 1907, $2,500,000; in 1911, 0. Such is 
the turf history, estimated in dollars, 
of this state in its 
years. In the former year, the last 
mitteq betting on the race tracks in 
the Empire State, $2,500,000 were dis- 
tributed by the various race tracks to 
owners. In the latter year, under the 
anti-public betting laws, not a dollar 
was offered by the racing associations. 
All race track gates were closed. With 
the exception of a few amateur racing 
meetings, when the prizes were made 
up largely of gold and silver cups and 
| plates, not a thoroughbred raced. 

This was not the only loss ‘of dol- 
lars. The state’s teasury suffered to 
the extent of $257,000—the amount of 
the 5 per cent tax levied in 1907. 

The year 1907 marked the zenith of 
the turf’s popularity; 1911 was its 
worst season. With the sport at its 
highest pinnacle the average daily at- 
tendance was 9,000 with the record 
crowd of 60,000 at the Belmont Park 
track on Decoration Day. These race- 
goers paid in admissions nearly $4,- 
000,000 to the various racing associa- 
tions that held meetings under the 
jurisdiction of the Jockey Club, Dur- 
ing the season conservative book- 
makers estimated that $12,000,000 
changed hands in the nature of Dets. 

The owners of race horses were not 
the only persons that suffered from no 
racing. The Long Island railroad, 
whch carried the greater number of 
racegoers during the year 1907, lost 
in patronage this season, estimated on 
the fare receipts of the big year, $250,- 
000. The Brooklyn Rapid Transit and 
trolley lines were hard hit in propor- 
tion. 
were harg hit in proportion. 

Breeders and rich patrons of the 
sport did not win a dollar with their 
race horses. The slump in the win- 
ning of the big stables was tremend- 
ous. From $400,000 won in 1907, the 
largest sum ever earned by a racing 
stable the world over, James R. 
Keene’s thoroughbreds did not capture 
a cent. Harry Payne Whitney’s 
string, a big factor in the stake events 
that year; August Belmont, S. C, Hil- 
dreth, General Stephen Sanford, John 
E. Madden and other prominent own- 
ers shared the same fate. Some of the 
Hildreth and Belmont horses won a 
few dollars on the tracks outside this 
state, but the Whitney and Keene 
racers were shipped to England. 

The shutting down of the tracks was 
a severe financial blow to the owrers 
of the big stables. Each had trainers 
and jockeys under contracts at big 
salaries, from $10,000 for the trainers 
to $12,000 to the jockeys. As the 
horses had to be fed and stable hands 
paid, each stable by the suspension 
of the sport cost its owners nearly 
$30,000. The owners were saved in 
the matter of forfeits for the simple 
reason that no stakes were opened, 
and this item of expense in other years 
was cut off. 

The greatest blow was handed out 
to the breeders. With New York off 
the racing map, the value of thorough- 
bred yearlings dropped from an aver- 
age of $3,000 to less than $100. The 
old price of $20,000 so frequently paid 
for. yearlings in the haleyon days of 
the turf, was never reached, $3,000 be- 
ing a big sum-for the “stars” of the 
sales. 

Occasionally a 2-year-old or 3-year- 
old, horses that had proved their 
worth, were sold privately for $5,000 
or $10,000, but the yearlings solq for 
the proverbial song. As a result 
nearly all of the stud farms of Ameri- 
ca practically went out of business.

Who the proud possessor of the 
welterweight title. is, I can’t say. I 
don’t think there is a recognized cham- 
pion at the presept time. However, it 
will be some task to find a bay to suc- 
cessfully argue the right to the cham- 
pionship with this Gibbons lad. I think 
we had better start dubbing him 
“Champion” right off the reel. 

Lewis is quite clever, as cleyerness 
goes these days, but Mike Gibbons 
knows the game from A to Z and then 
backward.

Feinting is the most scientific part 
of boxing. Modern scrappers, I am 
sorry to confess, who develop the finer 
points of the art are sadly in the mi- 
nority. The bunch of so-called “white 
with possibly one exception, 
conception. of feinting. 

The finished boxer feints with his 
hands, his eyes, his head, his body and 
his feet. When he has an opponent 
guessing he is fairly on the way to 
victory. To cause an adversary to ex- 
pect one .iitng and force an exposure 
of his defense for that particular blow 
Or move, is an objective point, and 
feinting is the method of learning the 
other’s strong points as well as his 
weak ones. 

A skillful boxer can frequently force 
an opponent to change his plan of 
battle through feinting. He can draw 
leads from the other fellow where the 
intention was to stay on the defensive. 
Any deceptive move in boxing that 
will draw an opponent off gtiard is a 
feint, and Mike Gibbons demonstrated 
that he is skilled in that branch of 
the science. 

Al Kaufman, the loafing kid, since 
Jim Flynn. put him temporarily hors 
de combat, is, pining his young life 
away. The reason? He can’t get any 
That is the way big: Al tells it.

FRANK BAKER WAS DISCOVERED 
BY FRED HERZOG OF THE GIANTS 


By Frederic Lieb. 
(Courtesy December Baseball Maga- 
zine.) 


It is a remarkable story how Baker 
and Herzog, the rival third-sackers in 
this series, have always been associ« 
ated since they were nothing more 
than bi kids. If the question was 
asked, “Who found this brilliant slug- 
ger re infielder, Baker?’ the answer 
woulg De in ninety-nine cases out of a 
hundred, Connie Mack. It is true, 
Connie took Frank when he was an 
uncut stone and polished him into one 
of the most brilliant jewels on his star 
combination. ' 

But, who found the rough stone? 
Who gave the rough stone its first 
chance to develop? The answer to 
this question is no other than Charley 
Herzog, the rival third-sacker on the 
Giants. Back in 1905, Herzog man- 
aged an independent team in the Cum- 
berland valley. Charley wa&s always 
a financier, and never slipped up on 
a@ money proposition. 

He had played with Baker when 
they were younger, ang Frank signed 
up with him as a pitcher. Now comes 
the part that Herzog had in developing 
for Connie Mack one of the best third- 
sackers the country has ever Known. 
Frank was not a Bad pitcher, but an 
inspiration seemed to strike Herzog 
that Baker was never ‘cut out for a 
flinger. “How'd you like to try the 
infield?” asked Charley of Frank one 
day. Frank declared it suited him. to 
a tee, and from that time on Baker 
became Herzog’s third baseman. -He 
could hit them a mile, and was a fancy 
fielder, though still a little uncouth. 


Baker’s Early Days, 


Let us hark back to Baker again, 
and review Frank’s early life. He 
first saw the light of day in Trappe, 
Md., March 19, 1886. Trappe is some 
twenty miles to the west of Baltimore, 
and is an agricultural community, 
noted for its fine peaches and cante- 
loupes. Among its finest peaches were 
those plucked by Managers McGilli- 
cuddy and McGraw. Baker's father 
was a tiller of the soil, and Frank was 
a typical country boy. He attended 
the district public school, and his life 
was that of the average rural youth 
until his ball playing began to attract 
public attention. 

When Mack took his team down 
south in the spirng of 1909, the ac- 
counts sent up about Baker were al- 
most too good to be true. It hag not 
taken the youngster long to show his 
class. He hammereg those lengthy 
drives all over the south, and every 
day his hitting crop included a homer, 
sandwiched between a few other 
lengthy clouts. 

Baker was not able to start the 
season of 1909 with the Athletics, the 
day that Shibe park, the pioneer of 
modern baseball structures, was 


thrown open. 

However, when he did start, he 
surely made the fur fly. They had 
said down in the south that he could 
bat, and he surely lived up to those 
nice words. 

His fielding also was soon to at- 
tract attention. At first he was likely 


but the unruly tendencies of his whip 
were finally thoroughly cured. By 
careful coaching, by Mack and Captain 
Davis, in the American League. 
Friends of Harry Lord may not agree 
with me In this statement, but though 
there is little to choose betwe@n the 
two stars, I think Baker is entitled to 
the benefit of the doubt. In fielding 
there is little to choose. Lord is a 
little faster on his pins, and though 
also a wonderful hitter, I think that 
Baker’s long wallops are inserteg at 
more timely moments. 


Cebb-Baker Incident. 


Tigers and Athletics for the 1909 gon- 
falon, Baker was the center figure 
in the great Cobb-Baker spiking econ- 
troversy that almost resulted in the 
famous Ty Raymond’s being mobbed 
by a bunch of rabid Phillie rooters. In 
a warm contest in Tigerville, the Roy- 
ston terror slid into Frank feet first, 
and the Trappe citizen was badly cut 


up. 
eo 1910, Mack’s youngsters—Collins, 
Baker and Barry—worked better than 
ever, and the crafty New Englander 
walked away with the flag. Baker had 
been married in the fall of 1909 to his 
sweetheart of childhood days, a rural 
miss from Trappe. In the spring of 
1910, Mrs. Baker was in poor health, 
and it had a great effect on the young 
slugger. He was compelled to absent 
himself from he team on several oc- 
casions when he was most needed. 
When he did play his heart was not in 
his work, though he never lagged, but 
with a young wife hovering between 
life and death, the young man could 
not be expected to be at his best. 
Néver did a youngster live up to his 
reputation more than did Baker in the 
world’s series of 1910. The Mackmen 
surely did punish the sphere most bar- 
barously in that event, and Baker was 
one of the stalwarts, hitting the Cub 
boxmen for an average of .409. 


Baker Retiring Kind. 


Baker is a quiet, retiring kind of a 
‘citizen, who prefers his country home 
to city life. He passed up the $500 
that went with the trip to Cuba last 
fall, preferring to spend the time with 
Mrs. Baker and his baby girl. He is 
devotedly fond of his home, and never 
happier than when playing “horsy” for 
his little daughter. Last season, the 
Philadelphia scribes invariabiy spoke 
of Frank as “Papa” Baker. 

Like most ball players, he is fond of 
all outdoor sports, being especially 
adept with the fishing rod and the 
shotgun. The country he comes fro 
abounds in good duck shooting, and he 
is always glad to conduct parties of 
White Elephants, who take kindly to 
this particular brand of gunning. 

Baker is most popular with his team- 
mates, and is an idol in the eyes of 
Philadelphia fandom. Though he was 
spiked: by Cobb a few -.seasons ago, 
Baker is one of the Royston Cyclone’s 
most ardent admirers. In this. respect 
he is not unlike his talented teammate, 
Eddie Collins, who believes that Ty is 
a complete ball team in himself.

. THIS SEASON’S FOOTBALL TOLL 


Chicago, December %.—Thirteen dead 
and forty-seven seriously injured was 
bthe cost paid for football during the 
year of 1911. Of these, four of the 
dead were victims of accidents of the 
1810 season, who died from their in- 
juries months after ihe season closed, 

The list of victims shows practically 
the same number, both in the dead 
and injured, as that of the previous 
year, when there were fourteen killed 
and forty-three injured, It is a large 
decrease from 1909, when there were 
twenty-three killed and sixty-four in- 
jured, 

The largest decrease in the number 
of victims was shown this year in the 
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two college players killed in compari- 
son with four in 1910, and ten in 1909. 

Michigan was the heaviest sufferer 
among all of the larger colleges in 
the number of injured. There three 
broken legs and a half score of less 
seriously injured resulted from the 
game. 

Yale also had a long list of victims, 
but their injuries were not of so0 se- 
rious a nature.

She was Miss Irene Butrum, @ pupil

HITCH ARISES 
OVER TITLES 


To the 34,000 Acres of North 
Georgia Land Offered for 
Forest Reserve. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, December 2.—(Speciai.) 
The tract of 34,000 acres of land in 
north Georgia which was recommend- 
ed for the purchase as a national for- 
est reserve, may not be set aside for 
that purpose after all, as the owners

PROHIBITION RECORD 


Alexander Says Former Gov- 
ernor Was Not Prominent 


in 1885 Prohi Election. 


Hooper Alexander is out with a 
statement ‘to the effect that Governor 
Brown’s record as a prohibitionist is 
not what his friends would have the 
public believe. Mr. Alexander says that 
if the former governor took any de- 
cided stand in the fight in 1885, friends 
of prohibition at.that time knew noth- 
ing of it. He claims also that he never 
heard of Mr. Brown's being a prohi- 
bitionist until “he changed front” in 
1908, 

Following is what Mr. Alexander has 
to say on the subject:

Augusta, Ga., Deeember 2.—A con- 
ference was held Nefe’ this afternoon 
by President C. S. Barretty of the Na- 
tiona!] Farmers’ Union: E. J. Watson, 
commissioner of agriculture for South 
Carolina; J: ‘Whitney Reid, 
treasurer of the South Carolina State 
Farmers’ Union, and Colonel J. G: 
Anderson, of Rock Hill, &% C., and‘ Mr. | 
Stayton, the financial representative 
of the syndicate in New *York, which 
has arranged to assist the cotton-hold- 
ing movement in the south by the loan 
of $50,000,000 secured by the cotton in 
warehouses in various sections 
throughout the south. 

The conference last throughout the 
éntire afternoon and resulted in the 
specific announcement of the plans of 
the syndicate, 

Stayton Issues Statement. 

Following the conference Mr. Stay- 
ton issued a statment, detailing the 
syndicate’s plan as folows: 

“IT came here as the representative 
of the syndicate which recently made 
propositions to finance a movement to 
enable the planter to get a fair price 
for fhe remainder of this year’s cotton 
crop, 

“At my ventest, Commissioner E. J. 
Watson, of Bouth Carolina; Mr. Bar- 
rett, president of the National Farm- 
ers’ Unton, and Mr. Reed, secretary 
and treasurer of the South Carolina 
Sarmers’ Union, met here for a con- 
ference in order that I might get in- 
formation. concerning the handling of 
cotton and other practical points, and 
in order also that I might learn the 
desires of the planters and the sort of 
financing. proposition that would best 
suit them. 

“I am going to take until Monday 
to think. these.matters over, and shall 
in the meantime communicate with 
my principals, ahd” Monday I will be 
ready to give out a more definite state- 
ment. 

Outlines the Plan. 

“In a general way, my people are 
ready to advance $50,000,000 to sup- 
port a plan, the outlines of which are 
as follows: 

“No. 1—The cotton owner will dée- 
liver his cotton to the usual cotton 
buyer in his locality, who will buy the 
cotton and take title to it immedli- 
ately. 

“No. 2—-The owner will receive $25 
per bale in cash on account, and will! 
also receive a negotiable certificate 
Setting forth the interest which the 
owner has in whatever price may 
thereafter be received for the cotton. 

“No. 3—The cotton man may at any 
time prior to January 1, 1913, name a 
Gate when he wants to finally fix the 
price he is to receive, and on that date 
that he so hames settlement will be 
made with him on the basis of the pre-

Washington, December 2.—(Special.)

His 
statement that he did not look for 
much reduction in the cost of living 
was a disappointment to his friends.

To my mind, his army reor- 
ganization plan, which will provide for 
the elimination of existing depart- 
ments and the substitution of divisions 
therefor, will be among its most .im- 


portant features—but, then, I am as-. 
sured by friends that I am an army | 


crank. I glory in the reputation. His 


recommendations of military admin- | 
istration for the Panama canal zone 


may meet opposition, but the army’s 
records down in Cuba and in Porto 
Rico and the Philippines were so fine 
that his opposition will quite possibly 
be early quelled. 

Mr. Taft's main argument for new 
trust legislation will be, I am inform- 
ed, the fact that the existing law 
seems to baffle all interpreters; his 
tariff recommendation may, of course, 
be easily predicted in advance. 

Meeting of G. 0. P. Committee. 

The meeting of the national repub- 
lican committee here, December 12, is 
not considered likely to develop any- 
thing at all sensational. In all human 
probability little will be done save the 
selection of the convention city. No 
one seems quite willing to prophesy 
what will be done with Senator 
Bourne’s suggestions, which may be 
voted on, 
One of these deals with presidential 
primaries, the other calls for state 
representation in the convention pro- 


portioned on the states’ total vote dur- | 


ing the last national campaign. I am 
told Ralph Williams, state committee- 
man from Oregon, will refuse to pre- 
sent the propositions of his senator, 
and that that task will be performed 
by Aldred T. Rogers, from Wisconsin. 

Mr. Taft’s friends have expressed 
their firm belief that only three mem- 
bers of the committee—Rogers, of 
Wisconsin; Thorson, of South Dakota, 
and Borah, of Idaho, are really hostile 
to the president, are even possibly 
hostile to the president, and _ that 
Borah’s hostility is doubtful. But I 
have been informed by some that this 
is a sad underestimate, 

For a time it was believed Chicago 
had the lead of the cities now com- 
peting as possible convention cities, 
but nearly all the talk I heard today 
emphatically favored Denver. Cincin- 
nati and St. Louis, seemed to be dis- 
tinctly in the running, however,, but 
lost friends of late. And one thing is 
certain—almost that is, that the con- 
vention will be early. The president 
and his friends are anxious for a long 
Campaign, 

Underwood Talks of Taft. 

Chairman Underwood, of the house 
ways and means committee, himself a 
presidential possibility of moment, if 
not actually a probability, has been 
speaking very courteously of Mr. Taft 
since he reached town the other day. 
He says the democrats will recognize 
the fact that Mr. Taft should be per- 
mitted to have the first word in the 
Matter of suggesting tariff legislation, 
and that if he does not wait too long 
he will certainly be given an oppor- 
tpnity to make recommendations 
founded on the findings of the tariff 
board before anything is done by the, 
democrdts. Mr. Underwood declares 
the tariff will finish the chief work of 
congress, and he believes the presiden- 
tial veto of the wool bill was the 
greatest Taft mistake. He seems 
anxious also to have the burden of 
Suggestions concerning trust legisla- 
tion placed upon the shoulders of the 
president, for he declares his satis- 
faction with the Sherman law. 

The work of congress will doubtless 
be facilitated by the reports of the 
commissions on special subjects which 
have been at work while congress 
slept. There are several of these. 
The manner in which the tariff board 
has spent its appropriation of $250,000 
has been pretty well announced. It 
has worked hard and long and will be 
ready to report soon after congress 
opens, upon wool and cotton, perhaps. 
Another interesting report will come 
from the commission on economy and 
efficiency, which has about $200,000 to 
spend, in the course of its investiga- 
tions. This board has consulted ex- 
perts in almost every line in which the 
government can possibly be interested 
and it ig generally believed its, report 
will be of great assistance in re-or- 
ganization upon practical, modern 
lines, of several of the government de- 
partments. 

Postal Commission Report. 

The report of the postal commission 
is said to be almost ready for presen- 
tation, and the moot. subject of rates 
on second-class mail matter may pos- 
sibly be settléd, as the result of its 
investigations. Enormous efforts have 
been madé to learn the details of this 
report in advance of their official an- 
nouncement, but they have been guard- 
ed with the utmost care, 

Another document of interest will 
doubtless be presented early in the ses- 
sion by the federal railway stock and 
bond commission. This report is now. 
eatirely ready. The national monetary 
commission will also offer a report; 
the public lands committees of the two 
houses.in the matter of the AlasKa coal} 
lands, have completed their reports; 
the Panama canal commission has 
framed a report on tollg which will 
form the basis of important legislation,

WILLIAMS AGAIN 
ANSWERS WHITE 


Charging that Dr. Jno. E. White did 
make statements charged to him at a4 
meeting of the Anti-Saloon Leagus 
meeting, Volney Williams, manager of 
Pope Brown’s campaign, is now out 
with the further charge that Dr. 


White was not only opposed to Govy- 


ernor Brown’s entering the present 
race, but voiced ‘this opposition on 
more than one occasion, 

Dr. White, charges Mr. Williams, 
asked Amos Brazelton to go with hin 
to Fred Paxon for the purpose of get- 
ing Mr. Paxon to influence Governor 
Brown to stay out of the race, giving 
as his reason his desire to vote for @ 
prohibition candidate, which he stated 
would be impossible if tho former 
governor entered the race. 

Mr. Williams also sets out that Dr. 
White has made the statement that 
Joe Brown did not expect to win the 
present race, but entered simply to 
keep the forces which have backed 
him in the last two elections to- 
gether. He said, it is charged, that 
these forces would disintegrate should 
they fail to put a candidate in the 
present race. 

Mr. Williams’ Card. 

Following is a card in which Mr. 
Williams ests out his charges ocn~ 
cerning Dr. White in full: 

“Several days ago The Atlanta Con- 
stitution came out in a double column 
editorial headed “A Campaign Fake 
Nailed,”’ and in this editorial took the 
position that the statement made by 
Dr. John E. White to the effect that 
Governor Brown could not run upon 
a prohibition platform because his 
election before was due largely to the 
whisky interests and corporations. 
was a campaign fake, because it had 
been denied by Dr. White. Authority 
was given for the statement, and it 
now stands as an absolute truth. 

‘It is very strange that Dr. White 
would attempt to deny the correctness 
of this statement owing to the fact 
that words of like effect had been 
spoken by him on other occasions.

Conversation With McKensey.

Boston, December 2.—A declaration 
in favor of the arbitration-treaties in 
the form in which they were present- 
ed by President Taft has been made 
by Senator John Sharp Williams, of 
Mississippi, in a letter to the Massa- 
chusetts Peace Society. “Ido not be- 
lieve,” writes Senator Williams, “that 
the treaty surrenders any prerogative 
of the senate, nor do I believe that 
it subjects the United States to the 
slightest danger of submitting mere 
questions of national policy to arbi- 
tration. I am in favor of adopting the 
treaty just as it is.”

Troy, N. Y., December 2.—‘Labor was 
duped,” declared Samuel Gompers, pres- 
ident of the American Federation of 
Labor, here today.

Washington, December 2.—Secretary 
Frank Morrison, of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, issued a statement 
today declaring that the McNamara 
brothers had “betrayed the confidence 
of organized labor, which believed them 
innocent,” and that “they should re- 
ceive punishment commensurate with 
the crimes which they committed. 

“Every effort that representatives 
of unions have put forth to raise mon- 
ey for the defense was predicated on 
the belief that they were the victims of 
outrageous persecution and were being 
made scapegoats. 

“The McNamaras, by their confes- 
sions, show that they have outraged the 
confidence organized labor had in 
them and deceived the thousands of 
workmen who rallied to their support 
with financial assistance.” 

Should be Hanged, Say Labor Officials. 

Indianapolis, December 2.—That the 
McNamara brothers should be hanged, 
not imprisoned, was the conviction ex- 
pressed today in statements made by 
officials of three national labor organ- 
izations that have headquarters in this 
city, 

“The McNamaras took human life and 
just as in any other case, the penalty 
should be life for life,’ declared Frank 
Duffy, national secretary of the Car- 
penters and Joiners’ Union. “They de- 
lude@ us and' we went down in our 
pockets for them. We don’t want such 
men in organized labor.’’ 

“It is awful,”’ said J. W. Dougherty, 
international secretary of the Book- 
binders’ Union “as far as I am concern- 
ed they cannot hang them up too high 
to suit me.” 

W. J, Spires,.secretary to James M. 
Lynch, president of the International 
Typographical Union, who is out of the 
city, said he would speak for Mr. Lynch 
when he said that “hanging was none 
too good for anarchists such as the 
McNamaras are.”

“It is a crime against unionism as 
well as humanity. They deserve the 
extreme penalty.” 

“Union labor has learned a lesson,” 
said W. D. Huber, president of the 
Carpenters and Joiners’ Union. “In the 
future we will look into cases like this 
a little deeper before we dig down into 
our pockets.,”’ 

McNamargs Showed Yellow Streak. 

Detroit, December 2.—Detroit labor 
leaders said today that the confessions 
of the McNamara brothers would be 
considered at the regular meeting of 
the Detroit Federation of Labor Wed- 
nesday night and that the federation 
would undoubtedly repudiate the self- 
confessed dynamiters. 

Otto Gersabeck, president of the Met- 
al Trades Council, the largést labor or- 
ganization in Detroit, characterized the 
confession as “an awful surprise to 
organized labor.’’ 

“It is also a big surprise that the Mc- 
Namaras should show such a yellow 
streak,’’ said Gersaback. “They gained 
the sympathy of organized labor all 
over the country by sailing under false 
colors. Labor thought them innocent, 
persecuted men. Labor would never 


uphold any ‘blowing up’ and since the. 


McNamaras have confessed let them 
sufer the penalty.” 

Sam T. Penna, who for many years 
was a prominent figure in many of the 
labor councils, declared that union 
labor has nothing in common with law 
violators and therefore, he continued, 
has nothing in common with the McNa- 
maras in the light of their confessions. 

Get the Men Higher Up. 

Salt Lake City, Utah, December 2.— 
Labor leaders here are aroused over the 
implication that the McNamara con- 
fessiongs were arranged with the partial 
purpose of shielding men “higher up.” 
‘J. E. Munzey, business agent for 
the Structural Iron Workers’ Union, 
who, it was said, was wanted as a wit- 
ness in the McNamara case, made this 
statement today: : 

“If accounts ars correct the whole 
thing is an outrage on union labor. The 
McNamaras always protested thefr in- 
nocence. They imposed on the members 
of labor unions the raising of a defense 
fund second to none ever raised. 

“It was a decisive battle for unionism 
and it is hard to lose as We apparently 
have lost. There should be no protec- 
tion for men higher up. If there has 
been dynamiting or murders commit- 
ted with the idea of helping the cause 
of unionism by injuring or killing those 
opposed to it, the sooner those who 
sanction such things are rooted out the 
better. 

“The different unions should and 
doubtless will adopt resolutions de- 
mandinge that the men ‘higher up’ be 
dealt with as any other criminals un- 
der similar circumstances.”

They improved their education 
right along, and it’s surprising to me 
to think that men possessing the intel- 
ligence they have could have been 
guilty of such crimes.”

In this particular, as to negotiations, 
they were confirmed by District Attor- 
ney John D. Fredericks, who in a 
Statement today dated the beginning 
of negptiations as far back as July. 
The defense added a knot, how Ver, 
by stating that it made no proffers as 
early as that time. 


Citizens Aided in the Matter. 


As far as the defense is concerned, 
yesterday's action in which James B. 
McNamara pleaded guilty to ‘murder 
in connection with The Los Angeles 
Times explosion and fire, which cost 
twenty-one lives, the plea of guilty 
entered by his brother, John J. Me- 
Namara, to having dynamited the 
Llewellyn Iron Works, was again de- 
clared to have been brought ~ about 
through the agency of a committee of 
influential citizens, and tonight mem- 
bers of a faction which is denouncing 
the move itself agreed heartily that 
the result was accomplished in this 
way. This fact turned out to be part 
of the grievance, on the ground that 
no representative of labor was on the 
committee which aided in bringing to 
pass an event considered of infinite 
moment to labor organizations 
throughout the United States. 

Edward N. Nockels, secretary of the 
Chicago Federation of Labor, about 
the only out-of-town labor officia] of 
consequence on the gfound, refused to- 
night to dsicuss the interviews and 
resolutions emanating in quantities 
from labor organizations in the east. 
Nor would he comment on the result 
itself. 

“I'm here as an individual,” he said. 
“l'mm on a little business connected 
with the case, but I'm not going to say 
a word. Anything I said might have a 
wrong construction put upon it,” 

MeManigal Hopes for Freedom. 

Ortie McManigal, who was to have 
been a leading witness for the state, 
and who is indicted jointly with J. J. 
McNamara for the dynamiting of the 
Liewellyn Ircn Works, hopes for free- 
dom, it was announced today. 

Malcolm McLaren, representative of 
the special agency that brought about 
the arrest of the trio, said today that 
District Attorney Fredericks had 
promised to try to get him off and 
“would do his best.” 

The penalty in California for dyna- 
miting runs from one year to life. 
M@Laren -said his information was 
that James B. McNamara declared he 
harbored no resentment against Mc- 
Manigal now. 

To McLaren also came a telegram 
addressed to W. J. Bupns, his chief, 
who is in Chicago, and signed with 
the name of Theodore Roosevelt, de- 
claring that all good American citl- 
zens congratulated him for his “signal 
service to American citizenship.” 

It could not be learned tonight that 
any change in the local situation had 
been effected by resolutions adopted 
urging the extreme penalty for James 
B. McNamara. This matter, under the 
law, is in the hands of Judge Walter 
Bordwell, who presided over the trial 
during its ejght arduous weeks of iifé. 
The judge May hear and the district

Districe Attorney Fredericks sald 
today that he had not decided whether 
he would ask for clemency, -but he 
added:

Darrow on Verge of Breakdown. 

Friends of Attorney Darrow fear 
that he is on the verge of a physical 
breakdown. In the last few nights he 
has tossed about rest¥essly in his 
sleep and he has eaten little. His 
face today was white and haggard. 
Never before, he admitted, had he en- 
countered so terrtble a strain. He was 
optimistic about his health, however, 
saying he had faith in his strong con- 
stitution. 

Feeling that he had done his best 
for the McNamaras, Attorney Darrow 
received in bitter silence the attacks 
which he assumed to be aimed at him 
in comments of labor leaders. 

“They will all understand in time,” 
he said. “I never told Samuel Gom- 
pers or anyone else that J. B. McNa- 
mara was innocent. I always have be- 
lieved, however, that John J. had noth- 
ing to do with The Times disaster, 
though I learned of his connection 
with the Liewellyn explosion. What- 
ever information came to Mr. Gompers 
about the guilt or innocence of the 
McNamaras probably came from the 
accused men themselves.” 

Attorney Darrow declared further- 
more that he originally did not wunt 
to defend the McNamaras, but had 
been persuaded to do so by labor lead- 
ers. Even on lefrning of their guilt 
later, he said, he felt he was right in 
saving human life. Attorney Darrow 
does not believe capital punish- 
ment. 
$190,000 Defense Fund Almost Gone. 

Most difficult of all attacks to bear, 
it was apparent, Was that which in- 
volved the McNamara defense fund, 
Attorney Darrow confirmed the fact 
that $190,000 had been raised for the 
two brothers, and had been at his dis- 
posal. Confronted with the statement 
that labor leaders expected that much 
of this would be refunded, he an- 
swered that he couldn't see how it 
could be done. 

“Money flies fast, very fast,” he 
said, “and in a case like this it has 
wings. Of course, the trial to date 
did not cost much, but preparation for 
the handling of witnesses and evi- 
dence exhausted much of the funds. 
A greater pary already has been spent 
and an accounting will be rendered 
as to every detail. We have been ‘up 
against it’ for funds right along. We 
have been wondering for some time 
how we could ever get very far with 
the means at our disposal.” 

Th McNamara brothers spent the 
day quietly. They wrote many let- 
ters and walked about the jail cor- 
ridors for exercise, They read the 
newspaper accounts of yesterday’s 
events and, according to the jailers, 
their chgerful air was in no wise af- 
fected thereby. 

District Attorney Fredericks said 
that his office had collected more than 
enough bribe money that had been 
offered by the defense to pay for all 
rewards, which now amounted to more 
than $650,000. 

In this connection Mr. 
said: 

“All that I can say at this time is 
that there is more or less truth in this 
report. I cannot talk about it now. It 
will be a story for another day, how- 
ever.”

Nanking, December 2.—Revolutiona- 
ry forces took possession of the ‘city 


_ this morning after a parley with the 


imperial troops, who were in posses- 
sion. At midday the white flag was 
displayed on Lion Hill fort, inside the 
walls to the northwest, indicating that 
joined the revolu- 
tion. General Li Yuen-Heng, the revo- 
lutionary leader, who had captured 
Tiger fort a few days ago, occupjed 
Shai-Kwan, a town on the banks of the 
river outside the city of Nanking. 
Thereupon the warships under the 
command of Admiral Sah, which had 
hitherto lain 2 miles down the river, 
cautiously approached and took up a 
position under the guns of Lion Hill 
fort. 

General Lin, second in command of 
the revolutionarg forces took the 
Taiping gate and then arranged the 
terms of capitulation of the entire city. 

Later on the revolutionary troops 
entered and took possession of the tel- 
egraph office. White flags began to 
appear everywhere and no fighting oc- 
curred when the revolutionaries en- 
tered the streets. 

Lieutenant General Feng-Kwo-Chang 
is reported to have escaped. Other 
reports say that he surrendered with 
all his troops on condition that their 
lives should be spared. 

_ Reliable revolutionary reports say 
that Pu Kwo across the river from 
Nanking is now surrounded by rebel 
troops. It is occupied by 1,500 itmne- 
rial soldiers. 

Fighting at Amoy. 

Amoy, China, December 2.—Clan 
fighting continues tn the northwestern 
quarter of the city. Shots occasion- 
ally strike the United States coast 
defense monitor Monterey,

A letter from 
the management of this “greatest 
show on earth” indicates that every 
foot of the floor space in the armory 
will be utilized for cooping the exhi- 
bition birds. Every mail brings ap- 
Plications for premium lists and entry 
blanks, a great number coming from 
breeders who have never exhibited in 
the south before. It is confidently ex- 
pected that before the date of closing 
the entries, December 1, midnight, that 
the limit of the show, 4,000 birds, will 
be reached. And this is as it should 
be, for when we realize that the poul- 
try industry ranks among the first 
great industries of our country; “cot- 
ton ig no longer king,” he must yield 
his scepter to the American hen. Poul- 
try and poultry products last year 
amounted to over $1,000,000,000, and it 
has just begun to grow here in the 
south. The percentage of increase in 
the poultry industry 
the past ten years has been almost 
beyond belief. In North Carolina the 
increase in ten years was 54 per cent; 
the highest in Alabaha, which was 74 
per cent, and the other southern states| 
ranging from 40 to 50 per cent in- 
crease. 

Of all the southern states, Alabama 
and Tennessee are the only two which 
produce more poultry and eggs than 
they can consume, consequently they 
help feed the multitude in other 
States. What a sad, sad commentary 
on the farmers of the south. 

But I did not start out to criticize 
the southern farmer, but rather to 
Kive you a few pointers on the great 
Atlanta’ Ga., poultry show, for of 
course, lots of you who are going to 
exhibit, perhaps forsthe first time, 
will need a little coaching. 

Until quite recently we have com- 
paratively few professional exhibitors 
here in the south, but competition has 
become so strong that many breeders 
now put their birds in good condi- 
tion. This is done so well in the lead- 
ing breeds that ofter the amateur is 
beaten when really he shows the best 
bird. There is only one course open 
to the amateur, and that is to follow 
his more experienced brother as close- 
ly as possible. 

And what is 


s 


the method by which 
the professional succeeds? Well, the 
real truth of the matter is that he 
takes care of his birds by every means 
in his power, while the amateur con- 
siders it quite sufficient to leave his 
irds out in the open, exposed to al! 
weathers when they are not required 
for show, the professional wil) keep 
his in sheltered runs, not necessarily 
pampered and softened by close con- 
finement, but sensibly fed. sensibly 
eared for and withal protected fram 
the evil influences of sun and rain. 

Showing poultry is an art in itself. 
There may he little personal secrets 
which every man wil! keep to himself. 
but generally speaking it is not so 
much the system as the care with 
which it is applied that accounts for 
the success. A poultryman, above all 
things, should be thorough in all that 
he undertakes, and an amateur wil! 
certainly sooner or later meet with 
success if he acts upon this principle. 

One factthat a greatmMany exhibit- 
their exhibits Half the buversdo not 
not get a bird ready for a show in 
twenty-four hours, and let it® take its 
chances the rest of the vear. The 
weather and feed has an effect upon 
certain colored birds, an4 half a day’s 
rain, followed by a few hours’ sun- 
shine, may take 50 per cent off the ex- 
hibition value of a fow If the ama- 
teur has a bird tq show, he should 
treat it accordingly, and not as he 
would one that is required for breed- 
ing purposes only 

Now, a word to the buyers who in- 
tend to increase the show strength of 
their exhibits. Half the buyrs do not 
give near time enough in making their 
purchases and letting the seller get 
the birds ready for them When a 
buyer Wants a bird he wants it qvick, 
and he must have it, so he thinks, just 
AS S00n aS train service will bring it 
to him He has spent his. money and 
knows that he ought to have his bird 

if he has been giving the seller 
and breeder time to fit it for him, and 
Tas paid a deposit on it, then, he 
should have. the birds as soon as his 
money is in the hands of the breeder. 
But the majority of buyers who want 
high-class stuff are very impatient for 
it. and want it as soon as they send 
the draft or other form money. I 
am buying a bird from you, let us 
suppose. You have received from me 
a check for the money, and I want a 
pullet for our coming show the miidle 
of the month, giving you but five diys 
to select and fit the pulet and get her 
to me. 

This is plenty of time, a good many 
buyers think, for a breeder to finish 
up the toilet of a first-class puliet for 
the show rooms. The order = sould 
have been given earlier, and then you 
would have had time to get her in the 
right shape for the show. Washing 
and putting on weight and grooming of 
a pullet or cockerelall takes time Get 
your orders in to the breeder in time 
to have him do s0Me work on the 
birds. 

Remember, that on to Atlanta, on 
to Até@anta is our slogan from now on 
to the llth of December next, when 
we will all meet im the Auditorium 
and have the pleasure of seeing and 
talking with all the most prominent 
breeders in the United States.

I have checked it to some extent by 
washing their heads with peroxide of 
hydrogen and using vaseline. 

3. What is the best grain for chick- 
ens to forage on in the winter? 

I am just starting with Indian Run- 
ner ducks. As I am greatly interested 
in them and am a beginner, I want to 
ask some questions about them also. 

4. Should grain be given? What 
kind is best? Should it be sown in their 
lot for them to run on or should green 
food be chopped and put in their feed. 

5. Would meat scraps from the table 
be good food for the ducks? My hus- 
band raises sheep and cattle and butch- 
ers them on the farm. 

6. Could I use the blood in the feed 
of my poultry successfully? I am not 
afraid that I will exhaust your store 
of knowledge, but I suspect you are 
tired of this new comer, a question box 
personified, but let me ask you just 
one more, 

7. My ducks were shipped and are 
very shy refusing t6 go near any shel- 
ter which I have provided for them. 
Would it make them more timid to 
catch them and fasten them up for 
the night? 

I have a trio of fine White African 
guineas but as I have my time about 
taken up without the pleasant pastime 
of hunting guinea’s nests, I would like 
to hear from some one who wants to 
add these to their flock of fowls. I will 
sell at a bargain. 

I want to be one of your “club about 
chickens” from now on. It makes me 
ashamed that I haven’t come out be- 
fore and said that “the half has never 
been told” of how much Uncle Joe’s 
page means to us ambitious .country 
women with our chicken problems. 

Answer—You have been regularly 
elected an active member of the 
“About Chickens Club” and are there- 
fore entitled to all the privileges there- 
unto belonging. But you must never, 
no never, just beg me to answer one 
more question and then ask ten ques- 
tions under the same number, thinking 
my poor old eyes would not detect 
the little irregularity. But, serious, 
I’m glad to meet you and have you for 
a member of our cluB;- ahd it affords 
me much pleasure to answer your nine 
questions, and would answer one hun- 
dred as cheerfully. 

1. Standard-bred fowls are hard 
enough under proper mating to breed 
true to type, and therefore I would 
not think of mating a single comb 
spicimen with a rose comb. The resuit 
would be about half and half single 
and rose combs. Don’t do it. 

2. Exposure to cold, damp weather; 
getting wet and catching cold: by in- 
fection, and by roosting in damp 
houses. These are some of the con- 
tributory causes of sorehead and croup 

3. I like a mixture of oats, wheat 
and rye for winter grazing for chick- 
ens, but if I could have two “patches’’ 
would sow one in dwraf Essex rape. 
I don’t believe there is a better green 
chicken feed to be found than a patch 
of rape. It’s good for man and beast. 

4. If the ducks are on range the 
Same grains as given tne hens will an- 
swer for ducks For sowing a patch 
for ducks to graze on would prefer 
oats alone. Fo&r grown ducks there is 
no need to chop up green stuff for 
them, they prefer pinching it off for 
themselves. 

5. Meat ecraps from the table would 
be fine for any fowls, especially ducks. 

6. You could use the blood and 
offal from the slaughter pen to great 
advantage in feeding your chickens. 
Care being: :aken not to  over-feed 
them, as such a ration is very rich. 

7. Ducks are by nature timid, and 
nervous. It would be better to yard 
them for a while and drive them under 
shelter every night until they become 
used to it, as it is injurious for ducks 
to roost out all night on the cold, 
damp ground with no protection from 
the wind and rain, This treatment 
causes rheumatism.

All these items should be con- 
sidered in making’ or contemplating 
a purchase. Where a property is al- 
ready improved and yielding a fixed 
rental, the first item \is easily disposed 
of. In the case of well-located vacant

should always be estimated on a basis 
of what it would yield when fully im- 
proved. The investment then involves 
the original. cost of land plus cost of 
buildings or alterations.

Bear in mind that not only this city, 
but every city of 175,000 population 
has a congested business center con- 
stantly pushing outward, New busi- 
ness firms start up; they cannot get 
on top of existing firms, and so have 
to go a little further out. There you 
have the force that is always bringing 
into the commercial zone new areas 
just on the outer edge. In addition to 
the new firms organized, the older 
concerns are constantly growing and 
taking on more space, Successful 
business houses need more room; they 
lease an adjoining property, or one 
in the rear, or build up higher. All 
this makes for stability and enhance- 
ment. It all goes to increase income 
yield; the three elements of value are 
thus tieq together, reacting favorably. 
Every growing American city shows 
the process in many detailed instances.

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The investor would, of course, like to 
take his money in hand, go select a 
sound, rent-paying proposition right up 
ir. the congested center, and buy it. He 
would like to start off with a full- 
grown proposition, ang purchase it on 
a dividend paying basis. There he 
will meet with trouble. Few owners 
of central property care to sell or will 
even discuss a price. They shy off 
when you begin to talk about selling, 
they will not even commit themselves 
to a valuation. Sometimes the owner- 
ship of a piece of central property 
passes beyond, the mere commercial 
idea; there is sentiment attached to it. 
It has been in the family for genera- 
tions—a wise father bought it and left 
i¢ to his children. There is in it more 
than its mere cost plus enhanced val- 
ue.

MORE PRELATES 
FOR THE CURIA 


It is now said to be not unlikely that 
five additional cardinals, all Italians, 
may be created at the forthcomifx 
consistory. The reason is not an effort 
on the part of Italians to increase 
the strength of their nationality 
the sacred college, but the pressure 
for additional cardinals to perform the 
work of the curia, or administration of 
the church. It has been the precedent 
for hundreds of years that members 
of the curia are Italians. 

Mgr. Falconio’s elevation does not 
mean that America has three new 
cardinals, even if he happen to be a 
naturalized American citizen. He is 
an Italian, and goes to the work of 
the curia, undoubtedly never to return 
to America. With him, and with the 
elevation of Mgr. Lugari and Mgr. 
Bisleti, the working force of the curia 
is increased to fifteen only. Other 
Italians now to be elevated belong 
to the orders, and although cardinals, 
will remain in work in their orders. 
There are more than fifteen prelates 
in the list, it is true, but only that 
number are physically able to work, 

Names mentioned in Rome as pos- 
sible additional cardinals are Mgr. 
Serafino, Mgr. Passerini, and Mer. 
Della Chiesa. Mention is also made 
of the possible advancement of the 
archbishop of Spoleto, the archbishop 
of Florence, and the abbot primate of 
the benedictines. The order named is 
now without representation in the 
sacred college, an unusual circum- 
stance.

FIELD. 


That strangers to St. Simon's Island 
in the future may locate the historte 
spot where General Oglethorpe mat 
and defeated the Spaniards when the 
Castijjlans attempted to secure control 
of Georgia after conquering. Florida, 
the Brunswick chapter of the Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution, at a 
recent meeting, decided to appropri- 
ately mark the famous battlefield of 
Bloody Marsh, as it is termed in the 
history cf Georgia. 

According to the plans which will 
be carried out by the Brunswick or- 
ganization within a very short tinie, 


the land on which the battle was 
fought will be marked by posts and 
signs giving details of the battle in 
which two full regiments of Spaniards 
were entrapped and annihilated while 
wending their way up the Georgia 
coast. General Oglethorpe, whose 
headquarters at the time were at Fort 
Frederica, located a short distance 
from Bloody Marsh, had learned the 
day before of the approach of the 
dons and his trap was well planned. 
The battle, which was fought in 
1740, was the first in American history 
of the trailing in the dust of ths 
Spanish colors, and frustrated their 
attempt to secure control from the 
English of the North American conti- 
nent.

REFERRING WAR TO THE PEOPLE. 


Nation-wide discussion of arbitration as a substitute for war 
moves The Congregationalist to suggest that if war were always 
“referred to the people who furnish the soldiers and pay the bills” 
there would be less of that bloody commodity and more settlement 
of difficulties in international tribunals. 

The theory has a sound basis in fact, but its application would 
not be’ as practical nor as binding as permanent treaties, such as 
proposed by Mr. Taft, signed by the ambassadors to Great Britain 
and France, and now pending in the United States senate. 

There have been few wars in the history of the country, and not 
a great many in the history of the world, that could not have been 
averted had cool counsel prevailed. But the great difficulty in 
referring the question of any specific war to the people lies in the 
fact that relations between any two given nations never reach an 
acute stage until public sentiment is excited to fever heat, and 
ready to respond to the clamor of the jingo with the quickness of 
powder to the match. 

It-is, in fact, the skillful maneuvering of public sentiment by 
agitators who have all to gain and nothing to lose by bloodshed, 
that invariably provokes war. For illustration, had it not been for 
calm counsels during our Californian tiff with Japan, and, later, dur- 
ing the mobilization of American troops on the Mexican border, the 
jingo element might easily have precipitated armed strife. The 
people who supply the soldiers and pay the bills are not allowed to 


think of the consequences, until the time for supplying the soldiers 


and paying the bills is upon them. They are drugged with so-called 
martial spirit, fired with an exaggerated patriotism, made to believe 
that bloody demonstrations are necessary, and the whole furore 
climaxes in a declgration of war. :

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THE FARMER---INSURANCE AGAINST DECAY. 


Not recently has the new economic note in American thought 
—that of concentrated attention upon the farmer as the salvation 
of the nation—been more clearly sounded than in a recent inter- 
view given The Constitution by W. G. Edens, a prominent 
banker of Illinois. He confirms the contentians advanced by The 
Constitution several days ago when, commenting upon the Myron 
Herrick plan of bringing farmer and financier closer together, we 
showed that intelligent financial encouragement to the man of 
the acres was one of the first needs of the country. Discussing 


this feature, Mr. Edens said: 

One of the most notable facts of the present time is the interest which the 
bankers’ associations throughout the country are taking in the movement to 
advance the cause of agriculture and to make home life on the farm so pleas- 
ant, and profitable that the boy and girl on the farm will be content to stay 
there. The bankers realize that productive farms are the basis of prosperity. 

To my mind the first serious indication of a nation’s decay is when people 
in the masses begin to leave the soil and to segregate in the mass in the cities, 

It was recognition of this national menace of abandoned farms 
that led to the creation of the Roosevelt country life commission, 
though the recommendations of that body have been pigeon-holed 
by congress. Mr. Edens, according to the most perceptive thought 
of our day, has placed his finger upon the central issue of the 
situation. Until the farm is given advantages and facilities ap- 
proximate to those of the city, the hegira will continue, and the 
problem of food supply will become increasingly complicated. 

Good roads, rural free delivery, rural phones, tri-weekly and 
weekly newspapers have done much to bring relief. But until the 
way is made comparatively easy for every farmer to own his 
acres; until facilities for education, for recreation, for the lighter 
sides of life, are intensified—the problerh-in-bulk will not approach 
solution. It is well that we realize that the maintenance of*political 
and civic sanity in this country, as well as material progress, rests 
finally upon the shoulders of the man out yonder in the country. 
But that is not enough. If the man in the city will contrast his 
advantages with those of the man on the farm, he will quickly 
get at the nub of the problem. To transplant at least a majority 
of these advantages to the rural districts—that is the solution. 
When the financiers and the economists shall have hit upon a 


plan that accomplishes this—even partially—¢they will have begun 


to gain that insurance against national. decay which is of first 
importance to every. class of our citizens. 7 :

It is re- 
pugnant to the best ethnics of the pro- 
fession for Judge Russell t> wage a 
political campaign while sit ing u8 a 
judge of one of our highest c_urts.” 

Judge Samuel B. Adams, of Savan- 
nah, formerly asrociate justice of the 
supreme court, said: 


“I entire'y indorse the v‘tews of 
Judge Hopkins relative to ae judga 
stumping the state ior another of.ice. 
If a judge w-shes to do this, he ougut 
first to resign his judgeship.” 


Hon. William H, Fleming, of Au- 
gusta, ex-congressman and ex-presi- 
dent of the State Bar Association, sai}: 


“In the principle contended for Judge 
Hopkins is clearly right,’ and no ma-.- 
ter what the result of the pendiig¢ 
campaign may be, the bar and the 
state now owe him other debts ef 
gratitude for his manly deliverance on 
this subject.” 


Hon. I. J. Hofmayer, of Albany, a 
member of the executive comm ttee of 


the State Bir Assocation, gaid: 

“I hope that the strong sentiment on 
this subject voiced by the vigorous 
protest of Judge Hopkins will soon 
take the form of a legislative enact- 
ment so that the people of Georgia

Hon. Spencer R. Atkinson, formerly 
a justice of the supreme court, in re- 
signing his position as judge of the 
Brunswick circuit, to enter the race 
for congress, said: 


“Feeling that the proprieties of judi- 
cial position will constrain a silence 
upon occasion when I should speak in 
vindication of the views I have upea 
public questions, I have reached the 
conclusion to resign.” 


Judictal Intimidation. 

Several members who are in official 
position in the present organization of 
the Georgia Bar Association, in writing 
to The Constitution strong denuncia- 
tions of the principle of a judge being a 
candidate for office while on the bench, 
express the most dangerous feature of 
such a thing in their open declaration 
that they are afraid to sign their 
mames to their communications because 
one of the three members of the bench 
of the court of appeals may take occa- 
sion to show his resentment by ham- 
mering the life out of some of their 
cases now under his judicial considera- 
tion.

Georgia should hold on to that posi- 
tion, and at the same time reach out 
for another position of an entirely 
different character. There has never 
been a’man in Georgia, or in any other 
state or country, that could perform 
his duties as he ought to perform 
them as judge of a court of last re- 
sort, and at the same time be mixed 
up in a politica! contest. It is a 
psychological impossibility for any 
man to do it, ang Judge Russell can-~- 
not do it either. It is a matter of very 
great importance hot only to the bar 
of the state, but to every citizen of 
the state. The judge of such a high 
court shoulq resign if he wishes to 
run for political office and mix in the 
politics of the state. If he does not 
do this the people ought to reject him 
ae a candidate. 

The following two paragraphs from 
the code of professiéna] ethics of the 
American Bar Association, which, by 
adoption, has been made the code of 
ethics for the members of the bar o* 
the state of Georgia, will shed light 
on this subject: 

“In America, where the  sta- 
bility of courts and. of all departments 
of government rests upon the approval 
of the people, it is peculiarly essen- 
tial that the system for establishing 
and dispensing justice be developed 
to a high point of efficiency, and so 
maintained that the public shall have 
absolute confidence in the integrity 
and impartiality of its administration. 
The future of the republic to a great 
extent depends upon our mafntenance 
of justice pure and unsullied. It can- 
not be sO maintained unless the 
conduct and motive of the members 
of our profession are such ag to merit 
approval of all just men. 

“It is the duty of the bar to en- 
deavor to prevent polftica] considera- 
tions from outweighing judicial fit- 
ness Fi the selection. of judges. It 
shoyld protest earnestly and actively 
against.the appointment or election of 
those who are unsuitable for the bench, 
and it should strive to have elevated 
thereto only those willing to forego 
other employments, whether of a bus- 
iness, political or Other character. 
which may embarrass their free and 
fair consideration of qne&Stions before 
them for decision.”

SENATOR BUNN’S PROTEST 
AS FIRST VICE PRESIDENT 
OF STATE BAR ASSOCIATION 

Editor Constitution: Having been a 
member of the senate when the bill 
that provided for the establishment of 
the court of appeals of Georgia was 
passed, I am naturally jealous of the 
reputation of that court, and of its 
character for usefulness to the people 
of the state. 

As a member of the Georgia Bar 
Association, I am also interested in 
all that pertains to the honor and in- 
tegrity of our courts, and of due re- 
spect and regard for the administra- 
tion of the laws of the state. 

When I was a boy (youth that I 
was) I looked upon the judges of the 
courts with great respect and admira- 
tion. I knew then that they repre- 
sented the enforcement of the law, and 
that upon them depended in a large, 
degree the public safety. I Know now 
that life and security and safety for} 
ourselves as men, our wives and chit- 
dren, depend upon the ability of the 
courts to enforce the law, and, I 
might sey, upon the respect that the 
people generally have for the courts 
exercising their jurisdiction for the 
enforcement of the law, which means 
at last—protection of the people. 

This protection covers not only life, 
limb and gafety of the individual citi- 
zen, but aiso the protection of his 
property § rights. Whoever breaks 
down in any degree the reverence and 
respect for and the fidelity of the 
people to the courts and the officers 
of the courts charged withthe enforce- 
ment of the law, does an irreparaDie 
damage to the rights of the people. 

With the kindest personal regard 
for Judge Richard B. Russell, one of 
the members of the court of appeals 
of Georgia, now actively canvassing 
the state for the purpose of becoming 
governor, I must confess that I have. 
been shocked and deeply concerned 
that he did not relinquish the office of 
judge of the court of appeals before, 
Or at the time of entering the race for 
governor. It is idle’for anybody to 
Say that any judge of that court can 
perform the duties of his office and 
through a course of months pursue an 
active canvass of the state for a po- 
litical office. Certainly, every lawyer 
in the state knows better than to be- 
lieve guch a statement, and it does 
seem that even all the laymen ought 
to know better. . 

When the present situation in Geor- 
gia, in ‘this regard, arouses the in- 
terest of one of the most distinguished 
lawyers of the entire country, Judge 
John L. Hopking—a man well known 
to be of the most exalted character— 
and moves him to give public expres- 
sion to his views of the subject, it is 
time for other p le to “sit up and 
take notice.”

The time has arrived in Georgia, in 
my humble judgment, when respect 
for the courts and the enforcement of 
the law should be restored. No judge 
of a high court ought to be elected 
to another office while holding his 
judicial position. If he holds to a ju- 
dicial position and asks for another 
office, I cannot conceive a better ex- 
ercise of the voting power of the peo- 
ple than to rebuke such an effort.

NATIONAL LIBRARY 
FOR BLIND PERSONS 
Proposed to Establish Univer- 


sal Type for Sightless 
 Mtadess: 


Washington, December 2.—An organ- 
}ization known as the National Library 
for the Blind, has been incorporated 
here, t? carry on a movement to es- 
tablish a universal type for blind 
readers and to distribute books among 
them. 

Literature for the blind, now pub- 
lished at @ rate of:less than 50 books 
a year, is made less useful to them 
because it is now printed in at least 
five distinct styles of type. There is 
now no method of circulating books 
for the blind, 

The national library aims to have all 
books for blind readers printed in 
types which shall be universally un- 
derstood, and to establish traveling li. 
braries, The library will so buy and 
copy sheets of music for blind students 
and assist them to new livelihood by 
transscribing books and music for the 
library. 

Thomas Nelson Page is president of 
the library and Etta Josselyn Giffin 
is its director. Mrs. Champ Clark is 
national chairman of the membership 
committee and Mrs. Ernest W. Roberts, 
president of the Congressional Club, is 
national chairman of the publicity 
committee.

rious pest that ever attacked any crop 
in the southern states. It is difficult! 
to combat; but the cotton grower will! 
be able to continue the growing of cot- 
ton on a profitable basis if he will take, 
advantage of the investigations of the 
entomologists and of growers in in- 
fested areas. 

“To the conference we would espe-

IS GIVEN FOUR NEW TEACHERS 


Athens, Ga., December 2.—(Special.) 
At the meeting of the executive com- 
mittee of the board of trustees of the 
State College of Av,riculture, held in

INTENSIVE FERTILIZATION 


An indication of the intensive fer- 
tilization system employed througs- 
Out Georgia during the past seagon 
when more commercial fertilizer was 
used in this state than ever before in 
its history, may be hag from the Fer- 
tilizer Bulletin, serial No. 54, which 
is being mailed out by the Georgia 
State Department of Agriculture. Be- 
tween 20,000 and 25,000 copies of this 
book will be distributed throughout 


| the state. 


According to the figures contained 
therein, Georgia planters used 1,202,- 
722 tons of sommercial fertilizer dur- 
ing the past season as against 1,036,- 
690 tons for the preceding season, an 
increage of 190,000 tons. The sale of 
cotton seed meal, from which those 
planters who mixed their fertilizers at 
home secured their nitrogen, showed a 
healthy incréase, too. The figures for 
the season just closed were 129,74% 
tons as against 103,302 tons for the 
preceding season. This bulletin shows 
the analysis of every brand of fertii- 


-™ 


izer solq in Georgia, with its name 
ang place of manufacture. 

It is taken as a healthy agricultural 
sign that the planters have taken so 
strongly to the matter of increasing 
their yield by using more commercial 
fertilizers per acre instead of increas- 
ing their acreage. As a result, the 
Pianters have found that fertilizers 
cost less than labor and the crops 
just gathered show that this kind of 
fertilizing pays. The outlook for the 
coming season is that the acreage to 
be cultivated will be about the same 
but that the crops will be diversified 
and the acreage planted intensively 
cultivated, using more fertilizer per 
acre in 1912 than this year, which has 
been a banner year. 

Georgia is probably next to South 
Carolina in the amount of commercial 
fertilizers used. per acre. Durag the 
past ten years Georgia has risen from 
tenth to fourth. p'aece in agricultural 
wealth and importance.

Automobile for Chief. 

One item which is certain to figure 
is an automobile runabout for Chief 
Beavers. Necessity again plays an 
important part, and some means of 
rushing the chief, with two for three 
men, to a section threatening serious 
trouble, is absolutely needed. The in- 
cipient riots started by unruly negroes 
with guns, have  »bdeenh quelled by 
quick action via the automobile patrol, 
but an extra machine is wanted. 

The biggest question yet to come 
up, but one not likely to receive favor- 
able attention owing to the expense 
involved, is the establishment of saub- 
Stations, which has been tentatively 
proposed in several past reports. At- 
lanta’s growth is again the cause. 

“I expect to take up the matter of 
sub-stations in my report,” said Chief 
Beavers, in talking over the coming 
year. “We need two stations, on 
Peters street and lower Marietta, say, 
to attend to calls and arrests in those 
sections. Small, fireproof buildings, 
which would not cost a great deal, 
would serve the purpose, and would 
go far toward keeping down disorder. 
Besides, time would be saved when ar- 
rests are made. The prisoners would, 
of course, be transferred to ‘the main 
station in the patrols when needed for 
trial.”’ 

The old plan of selling the present 
station, and buying a site for head- 
quarters uptown, will not be taken 
up. The idea of locating offices for 
the chief, the court, a place to receive 
complaints, and other features of the 
department with which the public 
oftenest. comes in contact, in some 
fgentral spot out of the confines of 
Decatur street, has met with no little 
approval—but the expense has been 
considered prohibitive. 

Extension of the detective depart- 
ment will be an accompaniment of 
the enlargement of the force. There 
are now sixteen detectives, with an ad- 
ditional six men detailed in plain 
clothes, a force much too small to at- 
tend to the work with the detall 
which it demands. There is not a man 
in the department but who puts in 
from fourteen to sixteen hours daily 
work, and an increase is necessary. 

The recent order of the chief, dis- 
tricting the city and assigning certain 
men to each section, to answer calls 
and to attend to the crimes in that 
section, will probably be continued 
during 1912. Other plans are also 
under advisement as to the systema- 
tizing of the work. 

Arrests Centinue to Grow. 

The growth of the activities of the 
police is shown by the number of cases 
for this year, which will equal the 
1910 record, In spite of all efforts to 
reduce the total number of arrests, 
Up to December 1, 1911, the city cases 
totaled 13,568. 

During 1910 there were 15.777 city 
cases, which is about 2.000 more than 
the present year, with the holidays 
still to be counted. From 1,500 to 2.000 
cases will be docketed in December, 
and the city cases this year wii] equal 
the record of last year. 

-In reality, it will surpass the 1910 
record, because juvenile cases are not 
counted in the present year. owing to 
the establishment of the separate juve- 
nile court. In 1910 there were 1.370 
juvenile cases, leaving 14,407 
cases” as counted this year.

HE last duel fought in the south, under the Code Duello and according 
to the strict ethics of the Field of Honor, occurred on August 10, 1889, 
in Alabama, near the Georgia state line, between J. R. Williamson, president 
of the Chattanooga, Rome and Columbus railroad, and Patrick Calhoun, at 
that time attorney for the West Point Terminal Company and recently a 
national figure because of his connection with the San Francisco Street Rail- 
way Company. AS a newspaper writer it was my privilege to be present at 
this duel and I shall endeavor to give an account of it because it doubtless 
records the last effort that will ever be made in this country to settle by 
an appeal to the duelling code “differences between gentlemen.” 
Duelling is now one of the traditions of the south and has become as much 
a memory as slavery and the Ku Klux Klan. Copies of the once indispensa- 
ble Code Duello can be found in only a few southern libraries, and they are 
retained as souvenirs of “other times and other men;” and braces of duelling 
pistols, with their short wooden handles, long barrels and hair triggers, are 
still in existence, but only as curiosities and relies of a departed custom. The

The Code of Honor. 


The Code Duello or Code of Honor, 
under which the duel was fought be- 
tween Mr. Calhoun and Captain Wil- 
liamson and which has now been rele 
gated to a place among the antique 
literature of the Old South, was a very 
unique and interesting social law. 
There were three codes known as the 
American, the Irish and the French 
codes. All of the duels of any note 
in this country were fought under the 
same code as was recognized in the 
Calhoun-Williamson affair and this 
was the American code, written by 
John Lyde Wilson in about the year 
1778. I shall endeavor to point out the 
more important and striking features 
of Wilson’s code for it is still an in- 
teresting production even if it is now 
more of a curiosity than a social in- 
fluence. 

In writing his code Mr. Wilson made 
an announcement to the public in 
which he said: “The man who adds

Who Is Now a Physical 
Wreck in Georgia Prison. 


By W. C. Woodall. 

Columbus, Ga., December 2.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The visit of Thomas Edgar 
Stripling, now a Georgia convict, for- 
merly chief of police of Danville, Va., 
to thie city under guard to witness the 
funeral of his infant chjld, served to 
bring out many pathetic instances in 
‘the life of the man which had not be- 
fore been related. 

The little corpse in the little white 
casket was not the only sad sight just 
before the funeral services. Stripling’s 
wife sat close to his side, at times 
holding his hand. His children nestled 
by his side and at his feet. A little 
gSrandchild clambered over his knee and 
played in childish glee. 

The family circle around the fireside 
Was unbroken, for that night, save the 
little corpse in tHe casket. And yet 
everyone knew, everyone felt, that it 
would not be so for another night— 
that he who was husband and father 
_ ‘Was to be taken away from them, with 
the passage of another day. 

Thus death, which had robbed the 
family circle of a bright little boy had 
6xacted double toll of sorrow, for his 
‘coming meant also the taking away of 
still another. 

This was the thought that was in 
every one’s mind, that was uppermost

the morning and then in the afternoon.

Stripling says that he has a cough 
that is almost constant and his case 
has been pronounced tubercular by the 
physician. During the conversation 
yesterday he gave frequent evidence of 
distress in his lungs and bronchial 
tubes, for he coughed often and his 
voice was hoarse. He has suffered a 
good deal of pain in his chest and sides 
since he has been in Columbus and it 
has been necessary to make frequent 
applications of plasters and poultices, 

Remarkable List ef Injuries. 

Stripling’s chapter of mishaps and 
injuries is as long ag it is remarkable. 

Over twenty years ago, while work- 
ing at @ railroad turntable at Ameri- 
cus, Ga., his back was very badly 
wrenched and he still suffers from the 
injury, at times acutely. 

Later, when a street car conductor, 
he was in a smashup and his collar 
bone was broken. 

When a fireman in Columbus he was 
thrown from a hose wagon one cold 
winter night, when the ground was 
frozen hard, and three of his ribs were 
broken.

John N. Starnes was saying several 

nights ago, as we stood on the steps 

fin front of headquarters discussing 

“crime waves” which have been no- 


 tleed in the city’ during the past 


twelve months. 

He had hardly finished speaking 
when Detective Fain came up the 
steps with a young boy, a neat look- 


ing, well dressed lad about 15 years 
old, who hung his head and scarcely 


_ looked up when addressed. 


“He admits breaking into that 
house and robbing the gas meter,” 
explained the officer. 

“What made you do it, son?” asked 
Detective Starnes, who was then act- 
ing head of the department. 

“Why, I just heard other fellows 
were doing it and thought I would 
try it, too,” was the astonishing an- 
swer. 

The boy is one of many, one of hun- 
dreds of criminals who are criminals 
because “they hear other fellows 
were doing it and thought they would 
try, it too.” And because they tried 
it, and because their example induced 
others to try it, the police have to 
deal with series of crimes which 
sometimes grow to such an extent 
that they are really epidemics, and 
are familiarly known as “crime 
waves.” 


They Are Found Everywhere. 

Such waves are found in every 
community, even the most puritanic 
and sober, and unless they assume 
colossal proportions, or are of a vio- 
lent nature, do not necessarily indi- 
cate a “bad town.” Rather are they 
indications of crime causes, especially 
in their psychological aspects, and 
have served as fruitful sources of in- 
formation to the great students of 
criminology. 

Atlanta, like every other large city, 
has its share of crime, and during 
the past tweive months, five distinct 
crime series have been noticed. All 
of ‘them would~ make interesting 


study for a criminologist, presenting 


as clearly as any other series ever 
observed the features which go to 


' prove that “crime breeds crime.” 


Commencing with the snatch 
thieves in November, 1910, who at- 
tacked many defenseless women and 
secured hundreds of dollars from 
them, the crimes particularly noticed 
have been hold ups, several. safe

Criminals*by Occasion. 

“There are criminals by occasion— 
who do not belong to the (criminal) 
type, for in great part it is the cir- 
cumstances, and often the laws even, 
which make them criminals, and not 
nature,” says Cesare Lombroso, pro- 
fessor of psychiatry in the Univer- 
sity of Turin, one of the foremost au- 
thorities of the world. 

Knight is an example of the “crimi- 
nal by occasion.” He did not possess 
the innate characteristics and motive 
power to originate a life of crime for 
himself. It was only under circum- 
stances favorable to his adoption of 
a criminal life, prompted by Jones, 
who had served a term in the federal 
prison for the same offense, that 
Knight was led astray. 

Although it may not be said that 
he was a criminal by nature, it is true 
that he possessed inherent character- 
istics capable of development in that 
line, or he would never have joined 
the Jones gang and taken part in 
their crimes. 

“Some of the advanced school have 
maintained that the germs of moral 
insanity and crime are both equally 
normal in the first years of man,” 
says August Drahms in nis_ book, 
“The Criminal.” 

Some one else has said that every 
child is naturally a thief and a liar. 
It is only by example and teaching 
that they ever become otherwise, and 
when this example and precept is 
supplanted by companionship with an 
older criminal, who paints the glory 


of a predatory life, backed up by a 


child’s natural worship of Jesse James 
and others of that type, he is sure to 
follow a natural bent and develop it. 

“The mental and moral evolution 
of the criminal is potentially fore- 
shadowed in the child,” says Drahms 
in another place. “Arrested develop- 
ment is degeneration begun, and is in 
part explanation of the criminal phe- 
nomenon. The criminal is the child 
atrophied in the man, racial retro- 
gression exemplified in the individ- 
ual.”

Knox and Sutton were the two 
originals, “toughs” in the truest sense 
of the word. Knox was the leader, 
aman of small intelligence who de- 
pended on brute force and a pistol, 
quick on the trigger and as mean a 
criminal, say the police, as ever vis- 
ited Atlanta. Sutton was ready for 
anything—after Knox. 


Drug Store Bandits. 


The pair are known as the “drug 
store bandits,” because they attacked 


two drug stores in outlying districts. 
They held up Dr. Shirriff on West 
Alexander street, and the following 
night attempted to hold up Dr. J. W. 
McMillin and Carl Morgan at Ponce 
de Leon avenue and the Boulevard. 
In the latter case Knox fired several 
shots at Dr. MeMillin. They are also 
remembered as being in the famous 
Tower escape of last January, and are 
now “doing time.” 

Following Knox and Sutton came 
Claude Seals and Claude O’Shields, 
convicted of robbing two jewelers on 
South Pryor street, and Dave Coker, 
who held up a farmef from Means- 
ville. After these came three younger 
boys, none of them over 18, who held 
up a man with a gun belonging to the 
father of one of them. 

“Why” in the case of all of these 
would not be so hard to find. The 
example of Knox and Sutton, “easy 


i'money” and the glamour of being a 


bold, bad man, played the most im- 
portant part. Especially in the case 
of the younger hold-up men is this 
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their crimes. The crimes of Knox 
and Sutton were undoubtedly respon- 
sible for the crimes which followed. 
The suggestion was first received 
from other’ men, after which they 
planned their crimes. 

The advent of Knox .and Sutton is 
the explanation of why .a “crime 
wave” will run from one town to 
another. They came here from Bir- 
mingham and started the trouble. If 
not captured they would have gone 
somewhere else, causing crimes there 
as they did here, until it finally spent 
its force or was stopped by law. 

The reason why one man is influ- 
enced by another is found in the 
realms of psychology, which is close- 
ly interwoven with criminology. The 


characteristics of all criminals, says 
Drahms, are the same in _ general, 
among them being moral insensibil- 
ity, which makes his deeds food for 
his vanity, and causes him to emulate 
the grosser crimes; lack of remorse, 
lack of foresight; and a mental and 
emotional instability. In this last 
Drahms finds the explanation of crime 
suggestion. 


Crime Suggestion. 


“Spasmodic outbreaks,” he says, 
“occur among criminals, individually 
and collectively. It is the logical 
sequence of this inherent mobility of 
temperament. There is no regular- 


ity attendant upon the criminal mani- 
festation, since its moving causes are 


4 


quite as much dependent upon the 
variableness of social and economic 
conditions, as upon its own physical 
aberration. 

“The power of suggestion in this 
connection is well, known, and epi- 
demics of crime, under the inspir- 
ation of example are well as- 
certained phenomena. One or two 
suicides of prominent persons, or per- 
petrated in a peculiar manner an 
atrocious murder or violation, leads to 
fulsome violation even to the verge 
of mania.” 

“Atrocious murder—power of sug- 
gestion—even to the verge of mania.” 

There you have in a nut shell the 
story of the most remarkable series 
of murders this city has ever known— 
the thirteen negro women who in six 
months have been cut to death, lead- 
ing to the “Jack the Ripper” stories 
which have been current throughout 
the city, spreading terror to the negro 
sections, causing meetings, and leav- 
ing Many a white family without its 


‘cook at night. 


“Jack the Ripper.” 

The murders have every one pos- 
sessed similar cHaracteristics. Every 
victim died from having her throat 
slashed open. The majority of them 


have also been knocked in the head, 


with some instrument ora stone. All 
have been attacked at lonely places, 
many of them near the _ railroad 


tracks, the bodies lying alone until 
next morning, to be discovered by a 
passerby. ‘ 

In two of the murders the body has 
been mutilated—the two latest. One 
had her finger cut off, but not to 
secure a ring. The other was literally 
cut to pieces, her heart being torn 
out and two wounds laying open her 


entire body. -Arrests have been made 
in both cases. 

That there was a degenerate fiend, 
similar to the London “Jack” or the 
San Francisco “Demon in the Belfry,” 
who was doing the murders, was sug- 
gested after the sixth woman had 
been found. It gained credence among 
the superstitious and fearful negroes, 
and became a bugaboo to frighten 
children and recalcitrant wives. In 
the police department they have 
steadily maintained that a different 
man did each killing, basing their 
assertions on past experiences when 
jealousy of the man caused trouble. 
No one man has ever been suspected 
of more than one crime. 

“I have said all along that there 
was no ‘Jack the Ripper.’ They are 
all just such cases as that,” said 
Judge Nash Broyles recently at the 
commitment trial of Bud Wise for the 
murder of Mamie Wise, where'it was 
shown that he had been jealous of 
her fondness for another negro, and 
that he had often threatened her life. 

“One man sees another has killed 
his woman and gotten away with it 
ascribed to ‘Jack the Ripper,’ and he 
goes and does the same thing when 
he falls out with her,” say the de- 
tectives. 


Suggestion Responsible. 

The suggestion is therefore respon- 
sible for most of the crimes, the ex- 
ample falling on fertile ground in a 
negro’s brain: 

It is possible, however, that there 
may be a “Jack” in our midst, a per- 
vert to whom the lust for blood is a 
reflex to his animal passion, as in the 
other noted instances. When he is 
found the case will go down in the 
history of crime, a study for world 
experts.

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NEW CATHOLIC PROPERTY 
TENURE. 


Cardinal Gennari, as pref°ct of the 
congregation of the cou cil, and with 
the approval of the pope and the Ro- 
Tan curia, has just issu d new in- 
Structions to Cathvlic bi_hops in the 
United States in regard to the ti.le to 
church and school property. » The con- 
gregation recommends the forms of 
title employed in the sta'e of New 
York most neary to mect the need. 
This form is known as “Parish Corpo- 
ration,” and the congrégati.n rec.m- 
mends bishops in all s.a.es to employ 
it. Where their state laws do not per- 
mit it the congregation reci.m-nends 
securing the enactment of the New 
York law. 

Where laws in any state do not a'- 
low the parigh corporation, and until 
enactment of the New York furms can 
be secured, the style of tenure known 
as “Corporation Sale” is prescribed. 
Under this latter tenure bi hops are 
particularly urged to call to their aid 
diocesan consultors, and all others in- 
terested in the temporaliti s of th» 
diocese, doing nothing without ttei- 
knowledge and approval The style 
of title in “fee simple” is abolished 
entirely. Catholic bishops in the 
United States are already instructing 
their chancellors to secure copies of 
the New York law, and where their 
own state law is unlike it, will under- 
take to secure passage of new land 
tenure laws by the legislatures in so 
far as they affect the Catholic chureh. 
As is well known, all states have,’*in 
their religious corporations law, pro- 
visions drawn to suit the forms of 
organizations of all principal boJies. 


MEN AND RELIGION TO 
DATE. 


Sixteen Men and Religion campaign 
conventions have now been held in as 
many cities that were regularly plan- 
ned by the general ‘committee, and 
have been 
held under the extension plan of hav- 
ing deputations from tributary towns 
atteng main conventions and return 
home to duplicate the meetings. In 
the cities of medium size it is found 
in practice that practically all Protest- 
ant churches take part.

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WOMAN’S PART 


IN CONSERVATION 


By Lee Worsham, State Entomologist. 

The public fight for conservation 
began with the establishment of agri- 
cultural colleges, experiment stations, 
and the creation of the United States 
department of agriculture. The active 
fight, however, began with the white 
house conference called by President 
Roosevelt in 1907. 


As a result of this conference ajton 
national conservation commission was jstate board of agriculture, 


appointed by the president Shortly 
after this the national conservation 
congress was organized at Seattle, and 
this is probably the most powerful 
agency now working for the conserva- 
tion of our natural resources. It pro- 
wides a forum for free discussion of 
all phases of conservation. The meet- 
ings at St. Paul and Kansas City were 
among the most important meetings 
ever held in behalf of conservation.

Many of the states now have con- 
servation commissions and conserva- 
tion associations, some of which are 
quite active. The most active commis- 
sion in the south is the one in Lou- 
isiana, where they raise about $300,- 
00 per annum to be spent on con- 
servation problems. 

Women’s Clubs and Conservation. 

The women’s clubs of America, par- 
ticularly the Federation of Women’s 
Clubs and the Daughters of the Amer- 
ican Revolution, have been the most 
active agents in the fight for con- 
servation in the different states. In 
California the women succeeded _ in 
saving the giant redwoods from the 
axemen. In Minnesota, the Federation, 
in the fight they waged, succeeded in 
getting the, Minnesota national forest. 
In Perinsy)vania the work done by the 
women laid the foundation for work 
conducted. in other states. For years 
your clubs have been untiring in their 
fight for conservation of our vital re- 
sources, and have accomplished splen- 
did results. The work that you have 
done for education, child labor, civic 
jmprovement, speaks for itself. You 
are to bé congratulated on the excel- 
lent .work you did in behalf of the 
Weeks bill establishing the National 
Appalachian Forest Reserve. am 
giad to say that Georgia forests will 
form a good per cent of this wonder- 
ful park. 

Conservation of Children. 

The greatest resource of this nation 
is its crop of boys and girls, and their 
eonservation is the subject which 
touches more closely the hearts of all 
Americans. If we could properly rear 
and educate our boys and girls, the 
conservation of natural resources 
would be one of the simplest pfoblems 
we would have to solve. 

If women would help their state 
along conservational lines, their great- 
est service can be rendered in inau- 
gurating a system of education for 
the child; that is, educate him away 
from his destructive tendencies. It Is 
difficult to educate the adult in this 
respect, and in, order to reach his 
case, you should* work for the enact- 
ment and enforcement of proper con- 
servation laws. 

Work Toward Reforestation. 


We should do everything in our pow- 
er to encourage the land owners of 
the state to protect the ferests. Our 


.the honor of instituting our Ameri- 


trees are going at a most rapid rate, 


no effort is made toward reforesta- 
tfen. There is no section‘of the earth 
eo fortunate as ours, and yet we do 
not appreciate it. In the west mil- 
lions of dollars are being spent in or- 
der to get trees to grow on denuded 
areas. Systematic planting of trees is 
practiced. With us the only thing nec- 
essary is to let the land remain with- 
out cultivation and protect it from fire. 
Are we doing this in Georgia? On the 
other extreme, we are not only con- 
suming the timber at a most rapid rate 
but We systematically set fire to tne 
forest évery season and thereby destroy 
millions of young trees and shrubs that 
would ctuerwise grow up and become 
marketable within a few years. There 
is no law to regulate forest fires in 
a.

The 
destructive work of the plume hunter, 
the werthless negro, the pot hunter, 
the sportsman and the young American 
whe naturally loves to break up bird's 
hests and destroy wild life generally, 
if permitted to continue would soon re- 

in the extermination of some of our 
most valuable birds. If we couid in- 
a@uce our people to realize the vast 
amount vf goog rendered by the birds 
to agriculture and the public health in 
the destruction of injurious insects, 
we would arouse within them an inter- 
eet in the protection of bird life which 
is needed. 

In ail ature there is no more inter- 
esting subject than the study of birds

January 4, 1872, he introduced the fol- 
lowing resolution, which was adopted 
by that body: ‘Resolved; That Wed- 
nesday, the 10th day of April, 1872, 
be and the same is hereby especially 
set apart and consecrated for tree 
planting in the state of Nebraska and 
the state board of agriculture hereby 
name it Arbor day. And to urge upon 
the people of the state ithe vital im- 
portance of tree planting hereby offer 


that day plant properly the largest 
number of trees, and a farm library 


plant properly in Nebraska the great- 
est number of trees.’ 

“The result was that over a million 
trees were planted during the year in 
the state of Nebraska, and the origi- 
nator of the idea lived long enceuvugh 
to see Arbor day adopted in nearly 
every state and territory. Besides this 
thousands of school houses have 
changed their cheerless surroundings 
for the comfort and adornment afford- 
ed by tree and shrubs, ' 

“By act of legislature the first 


Friday in December of each year is set 
apart and consecrated as Arbor day in 


Georgia, and it is made the duty of the 
state school commissioner to direct 
pubMe attention té its observance. The 
school officials of the state are asked 
to Observe the occasion to show the 
pupils the value of forestry by practical 
tree planting on school, church and 
cther public lots, lawns and highways. 
In Arizona, Maine, Maryland, New 
Mexico, Wisconsin and Wyoming, Arbor 
day is a legal holiday. In the other 
states it is observed by appropriate 
exercises in the schools on dates vary- 
ing, on account of difference in cli- 
mates. Our southern states chose the 
fall for this observance, but the west- 
ern states prefer the early spring 
months, and in far Montana the second 
Tuesday in May is ‘tree day.’ 

“Not only is the custom of a day set 
apart for tree planting of inestimable 
value in a practical way in this regret- 
table time of reckless deforestation, 
but the sentiment attaehed to it makes 
it particularly appropriate for juvenile 
observance. One of our leading edu- 
cators says: 

“‘any strengthening of the natural 
tle between the child and nature in- 
spires kindness and gentleness to all 
growing things and must give a deeper 
love for home and a more loving inter- 
est in men and affairs which should 
lie at the heart of good citizenship. 

“‘Surely it is not hard for us to un- 
derstand Dr, Holmes’ love for trees or 
to appreciate his saying, “I have writ- 
ten many verses, but the best poems I 
have produced are the trees I have 
planted.” ’ 

“Let us observe the day all over our 
state by appropriate exercises, remem- 
bering at the same time that no amount 
vf recitation and ceremonies will take 
the place of the actual planting.”

STATE CHAIRMAN MAKES 
CONSERVATION REPORT 


By Mrs. W. W. Banks, of Tifton. 

About the only national legislation 
on conservation of importance during 
the past 
AGoslachian forest reserve bill, Under 
this bill at least thage million acres 
of land will be purchased by the gov- 
ernment in the Appalachian range and 
in the White mountains. Most of this 
will] be in the Appalachian range be- 
tween Maryland and Georgia. Thirty- 
two thousand acres have already been 
purchased tn the state of Georgia and 
other purchases will be made during 
the fall months. The Georgia legisla- 
ture during its recent session enacted 
two consefvation measures, namely: 
The drainage bill and the game bill. 
The drainage measure is in behalf of 
the people in the southwestern part of 
the state where it is possible to drain 
large tracts of land and make then 
valuable for agriculture. The game 
bill gives strict protection to insect- 
iverous birds, and provides the means 
for the enforcement of all laws for 
the protection of birds and fish. Mr. 
Jesse Mercer, of Fitzgerald, was ap- 
pointed game and fish commissioner 
under this azt. There isn a bill now 
pending before the legislature to 
create a state department of conserv- 
ation. It passed the senate and was 
unanimously recommended by the 
committe; of the house and will come 
u for passage at the next session. 
With a state forester and also a 
nursery for the replanting of trees on 
our devastated lands, we hope then to 
see the practical side of conservation 
and reap the benefits.

What with the present system of land- 
owning, renting off portions to igno- 
rant and. careless tenants who have no 
interest in maintaining the fertility 
of the land they occupy and the vast 
amount of land lying idle and at the 
mercy of the heavy floods that wash 
off millions of dollars’ worth of the 
rich top soil annually, the question has 
become grave indeed. 

“Uncle” Henry Wallace made a plea 
for the farm home, that it be made an 
inviting and hospitable place and 
Stressed the influence of farm and 
rural life in promoting that strength 
and integrity of character making for 
the highest type of citizenship. Better 
roads throughout the country wil! 
bring him and his children into touch 
with schools, churches, libraries and 
his neighbors and do much toward 
creating a community life which will 
enable hjm to co-operate with his fel- 
low farmers in making rural] life, as it 
should be, the'ideal life. 

Probably no an in America today 
better understahds or loves children 
than Judge Ben Lindsey, of the Den- 
ver juvenile court, who touched all 
hearts in his eloquent plea for the 
child. It is natural, he said, for the 
country child to be attracted from the 
farm. His education until quite re- 
cently contained only those branches 
which trained him away from the 
farm life ang drew him toward the 
life of the city. With the endowment 
of agricultural colleges and int one: 
tion of practical agriculturé ih Be 
common schools this problem is in the 
way of being solved. 

Judge Lindsey spoke also upon the 
subject of child labor and advocated 
compulsory school, attendance, He 
reproached our educational system 
with the fact that 90 per cent of boys 
and girls of factory districts were 
forced into self-support imperfectly 
equipped, and failing, often joined the 
criminal classes. An education 
should fit a child for all the duties of 
life and train him in the terms of his 
life work. , 


Senator Owen’s Story, 


Senator Owen, of Oklahoma, ibllus- 
trated his plea for the establishment 
of a health bureau by a story of “The 
Little Mother and the Big Fat Hog.” 

The Little Mother was a poor widow 
with three children for whom she 
wished to live. She developed a bad 
cough and wrote to a high official, 
asking for help. After a long time 
she received a communication from 
headquarters, saying nothing could be 
done for her, but in case she died her 
children would be ‘cared for at the 
state’s expense. She died. 

One 
night the hog was sick ang squealed 
and grunted all night. A hurried mes- 
sage to the department brought a 
small bottle of medicine, and the hog 
got well.
